1. WE HAVE BEEN SEEKING OBTAIN AGREEMENT ON IEG TO A 
STATEMENT OF ITS POSITION ON RETALIATION. COL SOLOMON 
KADIR HAS DISCUSSED MATTER WITH ACTING MINISTER OF INTERIOR 
DEMISSIE TEFFERA. IEG WOULD PREFER GUARANTEE THAT IT WILL 
ENGAGE IN NO ACTION WHICH MIGHT INTERFERE WITH SPEEDY 
RELEASE OF TENNECO HOSTAGES AND WOULD NOT ENGAGE 
AFTER RELEASE IN HOT PURSUIT OF THOSE WHO HAVE HELD THEM. 
HOWEVER, IEG HAS NOW RELUCTANTLY AGREED TO COMMITMENT THAT 
"IT WILL TAKE NO RETALIATORY ACTION AGAINST THE GROUP 

WHICH HOLDS THE TENNECO HOSTAGES FOR HAVING HELD THEM." 

IEG HAS EMPHASIZED THAT THIS COMMITMENT DOES NOT 
EXCLUDE ACTION AGAINST CAPTORS FOR ANY OTHER ACTIVITIES. 

WE BELIEVE THIS FORMULATION IS FAR PREFERABLE TO FIRST 
ONE, WHICH CAME CLOSE TO IMPLYING THAT IEG WOULD SEEK 
SOME FORM OF LATER RETALIATION AGAINST CAPTORS.
